Early Potatoes 


Iv order to produce early. po- 
tutoes the sprouting ot the 
seed tubers hay been employed 
with varying results, but most 
of those employing sprouted 
seed agree that some gain has 
been made ‘The sprouting 
should be done iu diffused light 
and under conditions where the 
temperature ean be maintained 
around 50 to 65 degrees F, 
The growth should be slow, so 
as to develop sturdy stout buds. 

As a rule seed potatoes sprous- 
ed in the open beeume withered 
badly before planting: ‘time ar. 
revév. An experiment hus been 
tried ut the Oentral Experi. 
mental Farm whereby the seed 
tubers are placed in flats or 
shallow boxes and sand filled 
in around the tubers ‘These 
flute are fitted with four blocks, 
one in each oorver, one inch 
‘quare and projecting two 
inches above the edge of the 
box. These blocks facilitate 
the stacking of the boxes one 
on top of the other, allowing 
light to enter and permitting 
the applioation of water when 
desired, 

Water is applied to the sand 
at intervals as required by 
means of a watering can with 
a piece of }-inch hose attuched 
to the spout, 

The boxes may be stueked in 
the potting shed, in the corner 
of the kitchen or even in a 
warm cow barn, Four to five 
weeks will produce well sprout- 
ed and rooted material, that 
when planted out of doors will 
start growth at once, when the 
soil warms up. Plant tu a depth 
of 4 inches and cover the tip

HYDROGEN 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Lightest of all gases, hydrogen was 
for many years used to fill the giant 
zeppelins, forerunners of the great 
airships waich are rapidly becoming 
part of our modern travel system. 
Because it is highly inflammable, 
hydrogen is now being replaced by 
helium for purposeg of safcty. 

Hydrogen is produced commercially 
by the electrolysis of water. An elec- 
tric current is passed through water, 
yhich is thus decomposed into its 


| constituent parts, hydrogen and oxy- 


| gen. 


It is also obtained by passing 
steam over hot iron. The iron robs 


the water of oxygen, forming iron 
|oxide, and leaves the hydrogen to 


escape as a gas. 

Bubbling hydrogen through many 
naturally occurring oils, such as cot- 
ton-sced oil, fish oils and anicial fats 
produces a marked change in these 
substances. Colored and evil-smell- 
ing substances are destroyed and the 
oils and fats taemselves are changed 
into more desirable solid fats. Fats 
made from vegetable oils are now 
produced in large quantities in this 
Way and are widely used in cooking, 
his change in fats and oils ig known 
as “hydrogenation” and this is the 
chief industrial use of the gas. Large 
abattoirs and packing-houses have 
hydrogenation plants for converting 
the waste animal fats into vaiuble 
solid fats, The aydrogenation of low 


| grade oils, such as fish oil, produces 


solid fats used in the manufacture of 
soap and candles. 

Another important modern use of 
hydrogen is in the manufacture of 
animonia, which can be converted 
into nitric acid. Nitric acid is used 
in the production of high explosives.

For Arms Conferenc 


London.— A growing belief that 
Great Britain has played the first 
card in what some newspapers con- 
sidered the last hand of the dis- 
armament game and now banks on 
the United States to assist in main- 
taining world peace if Geneva nego- 
tiations fail, was noted in informed 
circles. 

Heartened by Washington's sup- 
port but disturbed by the European 
reaction, the British government was 
represented as still determined to 
fight for an arms convention with 
real disarmament but as fully cogniz- 
ant of pitfalls presented by the 
stands of France and Germany. 

While a section of the British press 
called the British moves 
hopes,’ indications came from a re- 
sponsible source that the government 
recognizes amendments may have to 
be made to its latest arms sugges- 
tions. 


Strenuous objections, however, will | 


be raised if the changes swing too 
strongly toward re-armament,. In this 
connection, Germany demands a 
larger army, France says she will not 
disarm unless Britain joins in guar- 
anteeing against German aggression, 
and Italy is reported as willing to 
accept the British suggestions if 
France will. 

The British viewpoint recognizes 
Germany's requests for arms parity, 
atresses the importance of getting 
the reich back into the Geneva par- 
leys, suggests a compromise between 
200,000 and 300,000 as the size of the 
German army, and proposes arms 
supervision, 

Its reception in European capitals 
was cautious. Foreign Secretary Sir 
John Simon, Anthony Eden, and 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald, 
meanwhile, conducted conferences 
preliminary to a consideration of the 
situation by the cabinet this week.

New Way To Test Clover 


Saskatchewan University Student 
Makes Important Discovery 


Saskatoon.—Discovery of an aniline 
solution with which the bitter-tasting 
sweet clovers may be detected . 
sought by scientists ef several na- 
tions—was announced at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. 

The find was that of John S., Clay- 
ton, Regina, distinguished student in 
science, who is working on his Mas- 
ter’s degree. The study was under- 
taken at the request of the federal 
forage crops laboratory and was un- 
der supervision of Dr. Ralph Lar- 
mour, of the university's chemistry 
department. 

Discovery of an inexpensive method 
to test sweet clover is an important 
step in the transition of this species 
from that of a useless weed to a high 
position as a forage plant. 

The solution, already tested in the 
government laboratory, will ‘enable 
agriculturists to produce strains that 
have not the bitter taste that mark 
others as unsuitable for fodder. 

Untermyer, German scientist, has 
invented a method that proved slow 


;and required much material. A s'mi- 


lar result was obtained by two Rus- 
sian scientists. The 
find is simple and inexpensive.

Gardening 


Gardening Offers A Partial Solution 
For Unemployment Problem 


A long, cold winter is drawing to 
a close. At least it is the hope of 
most Canadians, even the younger 
ones who must have had their fill of 
ice and snow sports this season, that 
soon the weather will moderate and 
once more we may venture out‘ of 
doors. In the meantime garden plans 
may be discussed. Nothing will re- 
store health 40 quickly, or bring 
order to a mind, unsettled by the 
business, political and social problems 
so prevalent to-day, as a few hours 
in the garden. To dig in the earth, 
to plant seeds that have been hand- 
ed down carefully from the dim ages, 
and in a few short weeks to see a 
picture of our own creating taking 
shape around u—this is real satis- 
faction. 

Planning is essential. Tall things 
must not be planted where they will 
shade smaller types. Very early spin- 
ach, radish and the first lettuce, can 
be planted in rows twenty inches 
apart and the later vegetables put in 
between. Planting of each vegetable 
may be spread over weeks in many 
instances so that a continuous supply 
is produced. The use of early, medium 
and late varieties of the same vege- 
table, offers another means of spac- 
ing out the crop and increasing total 
returns and the introduction of a few 
absolutely new things each year will 
also increase the trend in that direc- 
tion. It is quite possible in every set- 
tled district in Canada to develop a 
vegetable garden which will prove a 
continuous source of table revenue, 
and in doing so save money and 
what is also important, it adds inter- 
esting variety to the things that go 
on that table. 

Throughout Canada people are 
casting about for ways of making an 
extra dollar.
